Each year it had become a cus- 
tom for Edison, Ford, Harvey Fire- 
stone, tire manufacturer, the late 
John Burroughs, naturalist, and oc~ 
casionally a few friends to go on a 
camping trip. During the war 
Hurley was invited to go with them, 
The party proceeded through south- 
ern Pennsylvania until they reached 
a place near Greensborough, about 
30 miles southeast of Pittsburgh. 

These gatherings usually were the 
occasion for great merrymaking and 
much good natured joking. Edison 
and Ford particularly frolicked 


% |about, often jumping and leaping 


nimbly over a camp fire blaze. Edi- 
son usually was a leader in the 
reign of wit and tricks. That he 
could “take” a joke as well as give 
one is shown in the recollections of 
Mr. Hurley. 

Hurley Tells of Humor 

Seeking a place to camp the par- 
ty came upon a field which lured 
them as, an overnight stopping 
place. Hurley jumped from an auto- 
mobile, and asked the farmers per- 
mission to use his land, explain- 
ing who was in the party. He con- 
tinued conversing with the farm- 
er until the supply cars carrying 
camping equipment were settled. 
Later, gathered about a camp fire 
the story swapping started. 
Edison suddenly addressed Hur- 
ley, asking: 

“Hurley, what made that farmer 
take so long before he said we d 
camp here?” 

“Well,” replied Hurley, “The 
farmer had some trouble with 
campers some time ago and he 
naturally hesitated to let us in.” 

“Well,” Edison asked, “Why 
didn’t you tell him who we were?” 

“I did,” said Hurley, “And that’s 
the strange part of it. When he 
hesitated about letting us go into 
the woods, I asked if he knew 
Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, 
and he said he ‘never heard’ of you. 
Then I asked him jf he ever heard 
of Henry Ford, and he wanted to 
know where Ford was from and I 
told him Detroit. The farmer re- 
plied, ‘Nope, never heard of him.’ 
I was quite surprised, so I said, 
surely you know Harvey Firestone, 
the tire manufacturer, and he re- 
plied he had ‘never heard of him’ 
either. So I said, ‘Surely you must 
have read about me, I’m Hurley of 
the Shipping board’, but he sajd 
he never had. I was about to give 
up in despair when suddenly I 
asked if he ever heard of John Bur- 
roughs, the naturalist.” 

Burroughs Is Known 

“Why is John Burroughs in your 
party? Well go ahead, I just fin- 
ished reading his last book.” 

Edison smiled and Burroughs 
humped up his shoulders and 
chuckled gleefully—“Huh, never 
heard of Ford. Never heard of 
Edison!—Well, they have to have 
me with them to get them through 
the woods.” And thereafter Edi- 
son often heard the remark passed 
that he was not so famous, nor 
could he even go through the woods 
without Burroughs’ help. He en- 
joyed the joke immensely, Hurley 
says, equally as much as Ford or 
Firestone.

DES MOINES, Ia—(INS)—The 
two important measures before the 
executive council, the stream pollu- 
tion order and the ten per cent cut 
for all state employes today remain- 
ed without definite action. 

The council considered each sub- 
ject but definite action on each 
was postponed. Mayor Ed Manning, 
of Ottumwa, Dr. D. C. Steelsmiti, 
state health commissioner, and Dr, 
J. W. Kime, of Forth Dodge, ap- 
peared before the council Monday 
morning. Manning and Kime, each 
fighting the order demanding sew- 
age disposal plants on the Des 
Moines, Iowa and the Cedar river, 
presented their views while Dr. 
Steelsmith did not submit a sub- 
stitute prosposal as was expected,’ 

Dr. Kime who appeared before 
the council at the hearing last 
month is a veteran crusader 
against tuberculosis. He hit the 
members of the Izaak Walton Lea- 
gue who are pushing the project 
and said that this organization was 
trying to become a political power 
in Iowa. 

“There is no need for cities to go 
to the river for their water,” Kime 
said. “Iowa City, Ottumwa, and 
Cedar Rapids are the only ones 
taking their water from the river. 
Cedar Falls, Waterloo, Marshall- 
town, Fort Dodge, and Des Moines 
get their water supply from other 
sources. 

“I suggest to the council that all 
action on the project be postponed 
until all cities on the Des Moines, 
Iowa and Cedar rivers are granted 
a hearing. Fort Dodge is opposed 
to erecting such a plant, as recom- 
— at any time,” he conclud-

Saturday morning health demon- 
strations will be given in the gym 
and at the swimming pool, while the 
week’s celebration will be termin- 
ated at a vesper service to be held 
at 4 o’clock Sunday. This will be 
a@ recognition ceremony at which 
time all girls desiring to become 
members of the Girl Reserve will be 
initiated. 

In order that the people will bet- 
ter understand the purposes of the 
Girl Reserves, we will include a 
short historical account of the or- 
ganization. 

In 1881, a group of energetic lit- 
tle girls in Oakland, Calif., wanted 
to share the activities of the Y. 
W. C. A. with their older sisters, 
so they organized under the name 
of Little Girls’ Christian Associa- 
tion; later in 1918, the work was 
unified under the name of Girl Re- 
serves. The name was adopted for 
two reasons, including: First, the 
girl is constantly storing up—plac- 
ing in reserve those qualities which 
will help her to take her place as a 
Christian citizen in her home, 
school, church, and community; 
second, these girls represent the re- 
serve force of the Y. W.C. A. 

The Reserves in the United 
States comprise nearly 300,000 girls. 
During the week of celebration 
which is Nov. 1-7 these girls will 
observe the time with various pro- 
grams which include: Historical 
pageants, birthday parties, special 
church services, vesper services and 
service projects.

MAKE SURE OF YOUR SUBJECT 
(Find the error in this article) 


The agreement in number be- 
tween a verb and its subject is one 
principle’of grammar. It is often 
violated. ‘You. will hear a person 
say ,“Every one of you are invited 
to my party,” the correct form 
being “Every one of you is invited 
to my party,” because the subject 
is the singular pronoun “every one,” 
and not the pronoun “you.” 

Sometimes the trouble arises 
through the fact that there are one 
or more plural nouns between the 
subject and the verb. This has beén 
brought out in a brief letter recent- 
ly received from Blanche Smith. of 
Dallas, Tex. Miss Smith writes as 
follows: 

“Will you please advise me which 
of the following sentences is cor- 
rect: ‘A very high grade of gray 
iron and malleable castings is used 
in the manufacture of our ma- 
chine;’ ‘A very high grade of gray 
iron and malleable castings are 
used in the manufacture of our 
machine’?” 

The first sentence is correct, the 
subject being the noun “grade.” “Of 
gray iron and malleable castings” is 
an adjective phrase modifying the 
subject. 

-“Many examples of this error 
could be offered. Here are a few: 

Wrong: The number of persons 
present were fifty. 

: The number of persons 
present was fifty. 

Wrong: Mary as well as all her 
friends were satisfied. 

Right: Mary as well as all her 
friends was satisfied.

ITH the return of early dark- 

ness and cooler weather, 

there’s a type of frock that comes 

very particularly back into circu- 

lation after a long and dormant 

period.

One baked pie shell, 3 egg yolks, 
1 cup sugar, 1-8 teaspoon salt, 1-3 
cup flour, 1-3 cup lemon juice, 2 
tablespoons grated lemon rind, 1 
1-2 cups water, 1 tablespoon butter. 
Beat egg yolks and add the sugar, 
salt and flour. Mix thoroughly and 
add rest of ingredients. Cook in 
double boiler. Stir frequently. When 
mixture becomes thick and creamy, 
mix well and pour into the baked 
pie shell. Cover with the merin- 
gue. 

Meringue—Three egg whites, 1-2 
cup cocoanut, 4 tablespoons sugar. 
Beat egg whites until thick. Add 
sugar and beat until creamy.

gest. than meat, fish and vegetables. 
This explains the cause of so much 
distress in people who have weak 
digestion and who eat heartily of 
brown bread, pulses, nuts, cereals 
and porridge. Any person suffer- 
ing ffom a painful disease will 
usually notice greater pain after 
eating a méal of nuts, pulses and 
cereals because so much nervous 
energy is required to break down 
and digest these fixed phosphates 
that the sick areas of the body 
drained of their proper energy.

Fur Business In Iowa Runs 
Into Big Money Every Year 


Trappers Get Around 
$1,000,000 Return 
For Efforts 


By H. J. METCALF 

Fish and Game Commission 

DES MOINES—(Special)—With 
the opening of the squirrel season 
October 1, and which closes Dec- 
ember 31, hunters and trappers of 
fur-bearing animals are beginning 
to clean up the shot gun and rifle: 
and prepare their traps for the 
winter’s campaign. 

About $1,000,000 Yearly 

The fur business in the state 
of Iowa is “big business” in that 
the return to trappers from these 
animals approximates something 
like one million dollars annually. 
Last year, or from season to sea- 
son, trappers received some $750.- 
000 for their efforts. The number 
of animals trapped or killed was 
658,161, muskrats leading the list 
with 466,914, with skunk next and 
aggregating 69,452. Mink number- 
ed 31,647. 

Figures for this year are equally 
interesting, and are as following: 

Muskrat lead with 381,651; 
skunk, 99,321; mink 36,842; opos- 
sum 26,230; civet, 55,935; raccoon, 
11,740; red fox, 2,550; weasel, 2,- 
018; grey fox, 182; with beaver, ot- 
ter rabbit and badger ranging on 
down in comparitively small num- 
bers. These figures cover only the 
reports coming to the fish and game 
department from _ licensed fur 
dealers and others who have per- 
mission to ship furs out of the 
state. 

Depression Hits Business 

The fur business is not immune 
from the depression. In fact it is 
estimated that prices this year will 
be as low as they were last year, 
and much lower than they were in 





1928. It is estimated by dealers 
that prices are off at least 75 per 
cent normal. 

Undoubtedly hundreds of fur- 
bearing animals (unprotected) were 
trapped and killed within the state 
during the year, such animals be- 
ing the badger, rabbit, grey fox, 
and wolf. 

The state is divided into two 
zones, the northern and southern, 
and the seasons vary somewhat 
in these zones as follows: 

*, Squirrel, October 1 to December 

Northern Zone—Raccoon and 
opossum, Oct. 20 to Dec. 1. Fox, 
muskrat, mink, otter, beaver, civet, 
skunk, Nov. 10 to Jan. 15. 

Southern Zone—Raccoon and 
opossum, Nov. 1 to Dec. 20. Fox, 
muskrat, mink, otter, beaver, civet, 
skunk, Nov. 20 to Jan. 15. 

Bag Limits—15 squirrels in any 
one day. 

All Dealers Checked 

The state fish and game depart- 
ment keeps an accurate and close 
check on all licensed fur dealers 
within the state, these dealers be- 
ing required by law to make month- 
ly reports to the state fish and game 
department. Then, too, every trap- 
per of Iowa fur, desiring to ship 
his catch eout of the state, must 
first obtain a special permit tag 
from the department. 

The government also maintains a 
checking system on furs shipped 
from state to state and as these 
furs are received at the big centers, 
such as St. Louis, Kansas City, Chi- 
cago and New York, government 
checkers report back to the state 
such violations’ as are found and 
prosecution follows as a natural 
consequence. 

The license fee for resident trap- 
pers is $1 which entitles him to 
from one to ten traps. For ten 
traps and not to exceed 35 he must

Get Vegetable Garden Ready for Spring 








Times of financial depression 
teach how much the individual can 
do for himself if put to it and 
providing food at almost no ex- 
pense is one of the things he can 
do. Even a small vegetable gard- 
en can go a long way to 
the food supply both in the sum- 
mef season and for winter by pro- 
viding roots to store and ma 
for canning so that there will be 
little necessity for buying veget- 
ables during winter. Vegetable 
seeds are the cheapest commodities 
sold and yield the greatest return. 

Now is the time to get ready to 
grow a good supply of vegetables 
for next year by p the so:

Medicine a Real Menace

Part VI 
The ‘tendency towards legalized 


medigal.control of the people by or- 
ganized: cine has been shown in 


this series of articles, and yester- 
day articles were quoted from orth- 
odox médical journals showing that 
even the judges of our courts have 
been solicited in an effort to se- 
cure their operation in favor of 
allopathic medicine. The favorable 
responses from a majority of the 
Judges were quoted as well as the 
detailed statements of several of 
them indicating that they would 
support organized medicine. 

Also the success of organized 
medicine in securing the passage of 
legislation by congress was ex- 
plained, and the workings of the 
most important of these Acts was 
given in detail. This political ac- 
tivity is only a part of the exten- 
sivé program of the medical trust 
to secure complete control of the 
people in the name of health ad- 
ministration. Already individual 
liberty as guaranteed by the con- 
stitution is ignored in many states 
of the Union, and when the pres- 
ent plans of the “regular” doctors 
materialize liberty of the individual 
will be a thing of the past, and 
allopathic medicine will be forced 
upon everyone to an even greater 
extent that at present, especially 
will it be forced upon the children 
of the nation, regardless of their 
own preference for other methods 
of hea: or that of their parents. 

One of the outstanding authori- 
ties in this country on legal mat- 
ters, particularly when it comes to 
the enactment of legislation which 
deprives the people of liberty, is 
Clarence Darrow. He has men- 
tioned the growing tendency of or- 
ganized medicine to seek control 
of the people, and he also has men- 
tioned the danger to the public as 
@ result of the present trend in the 
activities of the medical trust. In 
a recent published statement he 
said: 

“I have been interested for a 
good many years in the question 
of leaving man free to do as he 
pleases so long as he does not di- 
rectly interfere with some one else. 
I believe in liberty of the individual 
—or I did when we had liberty. I 
think I should be allowed to live 
and die without the assistance of a 
doctor if I wish. I cannot avoid 
the undertaker but I ought to be 
able to avoid the doctor. Now, I 
would have no quarrel with the 
medical profession if they would 
leave me alone. I am willing that 
they should advertise their wares 
and business, BUT I DO OBJECT 
TO BEING FORCED TO PATRON- 
IZE THEM. 

“T know that the doctors, like 
everyone else, take themselves very 
seriously. I know that the efforts 


of the medical profession in.,, the. 


United States to control the treat- 
ment of human ailments is not due 
to its love of human life: It is due 
to its love of its job, which job it 
proposes to monopolize for itself. I 
know that the doctors have been 
carrying on a vigorous campaign 
all over the United States against 
new methods and schools because 
they want the business, and they 
insist that nobody shall have the 
right to live or die without their 


Seryices. Whether they cure more 
or fewer people than the new 
schools who do not use medicine, or 
whether they cure anybody, is of 
course, a debatable question, which 
I will not undertake to discuss. 

“IT stand for the right of every- 
body to regulate his own life for 
himself, and if he wants to live and 
die without the aid of the medical 
profession, he should have the right 
to do it, and. if one should not have 
that right it is pretty hard to de- 
termine what right he should have. 
I know that much of the progress 
of the medical profession, if we 
can call it that, has been made 
against the advice of scientific men. 
I know that the medical profes- 
sion is full of humbug and pre- 
tense; I know that a considerable 
percentage of physicians believe 
that they can improve on the work 
of the Almighty with saw and knife 
in making man better than he was 
made originally. Doctors are con- 
demning today what they did a few 
years ago, and I am very sure they 
will be condemning a few years 
from now what they are doing to- 
day. They will have to or they will 
have no patients. 

“I know that the doctors dose the 
people with medicines which they 
do not believe in themselves. I 
know that doctor’s families use very 
few drugs. I know that you can 
scarcely find an intelligent physi- 
cian today that will not admit this 
to his friends. I know that they 


Lhave specifics to prevent .one from 
taking 


almost any disease, yet not 
one of them -can tell you how the 
prevention is brought about. I 
know they would vaccinate people 
for smallpox, and that there is not 
a doctor that can explain how it 
prevents smallpox, NOR CAN HE 
PROVE THAT IT DOES PREVENT 
IT. They are not content to vac- 
cinate people who come to them 
but ask laws to compel’ everybody 
to be. vaccinated. 

“Sometime, if they keep on—AND 
THEY WILL KEEP ON IF THE 
PEOPLE GIVE THEM A CHANCE 
—they will be able to vaccinate you 
for everything and you will be 
obliged to be vaccinated. I know 
you can pick out about five or six 
diseases which cause the deaths of 
probably nineteen-twentieths of all 
the people who live and die, and I 
have no doubt that the doctors will 
be able sooner or later to find a 
serum that will prevent you from 
getting any of them—BUT YOU 
WILL PROBABLY DIE IN THE 
OPERATION! If we could pick out 
the. various things that could be 
injected into the human system for 
twenty different diseases, I would 
like to see how a man would look 
AND HOW LONG HE WOULD 
LAST IF HE TOOK THEM ALL, 

“Nobody who believes in it need 
have any fear of smallpox so WHY 
COMPEL PEOPLE TO TAKE IT 
WHO DO NOT WANT IT? I have 
watched this medical profession for 
a long time—AND IT BEARS 
WATCHING—and I know there is 
not @ single thing affecting human 
life that they will not lay their 
hands on if we give them a chance.”

$30,000,000 Power Dam Across 
Susquehanna Nears Completion 





LANCASTER, Pa. — (INS)— 
Stretching its huge bulwark a mile 
across the Susquehanna river, nine 
miles south of here, the gigantic 
$30,000,000 Safe Harbor dam, called 
| the world’s largest hydro-electric 
development, is fast nearing com- 
pletion. 

The initial unit of the power de- 
velopment is expected to be put 
in operation on October 1. Colos- 
sal in ‘structure, the project will 
harness the waters of the Susque- 
hanna from the York county to the 
Lancaster county shore. : 

The hydro-electric plant at Holt- 
wood, eight miles below the Safe 
Harbor project, will be connected 
soon, to provide one of America’s 
chief sources of electricity developed 
from water power. 

When the dam is finished and 
put in operation, the giant dynamos 
will generate water force into 510,- 
000 horespower, the initial unit pro- 
viding 255,000 horespower. The 
Holtwood plant has a capacity of 
150,000 horsepower. 

Last month, 73,650 cubic feet of 
concrete was poured into the dam’s 
foundation—a new record. Linemen 
are making fast time in stretching 
| cable between the plant of distribu- 
tion at Baltimore, and the project. 
The rate of a mile of cable a day 
has been maintained. 

Three hundred and fifty huge 
steel towers support the heavy in- 
sulated cable on its seventy mile 
carry from the river plant to the 
distributive source. 

Lancaster and York counties in 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore and 
Howard counties in Maryland, pro- 
vide right-of-way for the cable. 











Four thousand men have strug- 
gled to raise the massive structure 


from the river bed. Their total wa- 
ges ,at the time of dam’s completion 
will aggregate more than $9,000,000. 
More than a dozen men have lost 
their lives in the advancement of 
the power development. 

When the flood gates close Octo- 
ber 1, an artificial lake, several 
miles in extent, will be created. A 
score of picturesque islands, which 
have been cleaned of trees and 
buildings by engineers, so as to 
avoid difficulty with navigatioin on 
the artifical lake, will be inundated. 

The islands, some mere sand bars, 
others plots of 40 and 50 acres, were 
cultivated into rich farm land. 
Summer homes had been built on 
many of the islands. The soil of the 
islands is very fertile and many of 
them were exceptionally well suited 
for truck farming. 


Free fights marked the opening of 
the stag-hunt season in England 
this year.

The battle lasted 
more than an hour before police 
could stop it.

Gang Leader Is Not 
Quite So Jovial 
Since Verdict 


(Continued from Page One) 


years in a federal penitentiary. Plus , 
two years in the county jail, and 
fines aggregating $50,000 on his 
conviction of three felonies and two 
misdemeanors by a jury late Sat-__ 
urday night. 

The verdict of the jury was a 
stunning blow to Capone, It was a,. 
distinct shock to the underworld of” 
Chicago where Capone wa3 regarded”: 
as all powerful. He had 6utlasted 
five chiefs of police in Chicago and. 
survived innumerable investigations 
and reform crusades. Up to now he 
had been Capone; “‘The Immune.” 

It is the possible long term prison 
sentence, not the $50,000 in fines, 
that is worrying Capone. He 
doubtless would experience * little 
difficulty in raising the “Fifty © 
Grand.” The prison sentence, how- 
ever, is bitter medicine to take. In 
fact the idea of a seventeen-year 
“stretch” is appalling to a man who 
has reached the affluence and en- 
joyed the luxuries that Capone has. 

Capone to Appear Tuesday 

Tomorrow Capone and his law- 
vers, Michael Ahern..and Albert ., 
Fink, will appear in Judge Wilker- 
son’s court with the usual post-ver- 
dict motions, such as pleas for a 
new trial and arrest of judgment. 
It is customary in the federal courts. 
for a man under conviction to be 
sentenced immediately after such 
technical and routine motions. are 
overruled. 

The longest prison term given a 
gangster in an income tax case is 
five years and a day, imposed upon 
Jack Guzik, Capone’s “financial 
secretary.” This record sentence 
was meted out by Judge Charles E. 
Woodward. Whether Judge Wilker- 
son will set a precedent by hand- 
ing down a stiffer sontence in the 
case of the more widely publicized 
Capone was the subject of consid- 
erable speculation today. 

Jury Deliberates 8 Hours 

The jury deliberated eight hours 
and ten minutes over the twenty 
three counts in the two indictments 
under which Capone was tried. Ca- 
pone was found guilty on three fel- 
ony and two misdemeanor counts. 

The felony counts charged eva- 
sion of taxes for the years 1925, 
1926 and 1927. On each of these 
counts he faces a possible sentence 
of five years in prison. The two - 
misdemeanor counts upon which he

Capone’s face broadened into a 
smile for a fraction of a second 
when the Clerk of Court read: “On 
indictment No. 22, 852 (the 
charges for 1924 we find the de- 
fendant not guilty.” But a mo- 
ment later the smile disappeared 
when the clerk read that the jury 
had found the. defendant guilty on 
counts 1, 5, 9, 13 and 18 of the sec- 
ond indictment. Soon, however, 
Capone was his suave, smiling self 
and he left the courtroom saying 
he “felt O. K.” 


CHICAGO—(INS)—Al Capone’s 
rise from a Coney Island barkeep 
to possible federal prison bars has 
been marked by numerous sensa- 
tional gangland murders that aided 
his climb to the top of the under- 
world. 

Capone, 32 years old, was born 
in Brooklyn and in his youth was 
a member of New York’s five points 
gang under the tutelage of Johnny 
Torrio. It was in a fight as a 
member of that gang that he receiv- 
ed the cuts on his left cheek that 
have given him the nickname of 
dislikes—“Scarface.” He prefers the 
one used by his henchmen— 
“Snorky.” 

After Torrio came to Chicago to 
join the illegal enterprises of “Big 
Jim” Colosimo, he sent for Capone 
in 1919. At the height of his car- 
eer Colosimo was shot to death by 
an unknown assailant in 1921 and 
Torrio moved to the top of the mob 
with Capone right behind him. 

At that time the union Sicilino, 
headed by Mike Merlo, had peace- 
fully divided the city among vari- 
ous gangs, but as soon as Merlo 
died a natural death war broke out. 
Before Merlo was buried Dean O’- 
Bannion, who resisted Torrio’s and 
Capone’s invasion of his territory, 
was shot to death by three gunmen 
in his flower shop. 

Hoodlums Are Slain 

Then the Sicilian leaders, the 
Genna brothers, Hymie Weiss, their 
hoodlums 
were mowed down. In 1929 Torria - 
fled from the city after he had been 
almost assassinated and settled 
down in Long Island. 

Only two powerful gangs remain- 
ed in the city, Capone’s.and the 
north side mob controled by “Bugs” 
Moran, Jack Zuta, and Joe Aiello, 

On 8t. Valentine’s day in 1929 
seven of the north side gang were 
massacred in a Clark street garage 
and the backbone of the Moran- 
Zuta-Aiello organization was brok- 


en. 
Lingle Slaying Next - 

The murder of “Jake” Lingle, 
racketeering reporter, alleged. to 
have “fixed” protection for the 
north side gang, was next sensa- 
tional killing. Zuta, who had allied 
his interest with Capone and was 
said to have engineered the Lingle 
shooting, was the next to go, being 
shot down in a Wisconsin road- 
house. 

Aiello joined the death list soon 
after when he was mowed. down by 
machine gtm fire as he was leaving 
an apartment hideaway. 

Moran, reading the cards of fate, 
fled. What remained of the north 
side mob under Ted Newbefry join-
